Coolidge Go Down 
Tells of Blast

NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—The mine that hit the liner Pres- 
ident Coolidge made hardly any sound at all and was just 
felt as a jar by the men on board, a deep, shaking jar. 


This reporter happened to be flying over the ship in a 


bomber at the time. The slate gray liner was making its 
wav slowly through a slate gray morning. Then it seemed 
to lurch like a man hit heavily, and a big, gaseous-looking 
bubble welled up on its starboard side just about midships 
and hung swollen on the surface of the sea for a moment 
before bursting. 

The ship swung hard to port, and then suddenly it 
seemed to lurch again and another gaseous-looking bubble, 
apparently with oil in it because it was streaked with 
rainbow colors, welled up, this time forward of midships. 

Captain Henry Nelson headed instantly for a nearby 
coral reef. He rammed the reef and the bow of the Coolidge 
drove well up on it and stayed there. It seemed as if the 
cargo had been saved and, possibly, the ship. But the Cool- 
idge’s bottom was torn open and water was pouring in. 
Because of the slope, the water rolled back into the stern.

in about an hour, the stern had become so heavy that it 
mulled the bow off the reef and a few minutes later the 
ship turned over on its side and then turned topside down 

' then sank stern first, the bow going down last. 

The plane with this reporter in it turned around and sat 
down immediately. By the time I returned to the scene in 
one of the rescue boats, the work of life-saving was well 
under way. ‘ 

There had been no panic, not even for an instant, sur- 
vivors declared. The moment the mine had hit, the troops 
on board had been ordered back to their quarters to get 
them out of the way of the merchant sailors who were 
struggling to salvage the vessel and, later, speed up the 
work of rescue. 

Cargo nets were thrown over the side to facilitate descent 

| the men were called up out of their quarters in sec- 
ti as rescue boats were available for them. It was a 
nervous time for the men locked in below with grating, 


erinding noises going on all around them and the sound of ~* 


running feet overhead, shouts, commands and so forth, and 
the ship listing and sliding occasionally. But America’s 
Army men seem to be made of special stuff, for their youth- 
ful nerves held up without breaking. 

While the men sat waiting for their time to be called 
topside and wondering if that time would come soon 
enough, many entertained themselves with singing—fre- 
quently racy songs. And Negro troops particularly took 
eecasion to bang out the last bits of music on cherished 
instruments they knew they would have to abandon for 
lack of space on the rescue boats. 

One of the surprising features of the tragedy, according 
to Major Costain, was the great number of Army men who 
did not know how to swim. These men clambered obe- 
dientiv down the cargo nets, but when they had to let go

Excited Atlantans searched city 
streets for filling stations that 
might be open last night after Har- 
ry Sommers of the Office of Price 
Administration announced’ that all 
A cards in the eastern seaboard 
states would be invalidated at 
midnight. The news burst on At- 
lanta like a bombshell. 

The half dozen stations that 
were open did more than a rush 
business before the midnight dead- 
line. Holders of A ration cards 
into their cars without 
waiting for their overcoats and 
raced up and down streets in 
search of an open station. 

Motorists who hadn’t heard the 
broadcast noticed long lines before 
stations that were open and 
stopped to find out what the ex- 
citement was about They , pa-

Rommel Army 
Split by Allies; 
Many Trapped

CAIRO, Egypt, Dec. 17.—(4)— 
The-British Eighth Army, throw- 
ing a strong force across the line 
of Field Marshal Rommel’s re- 
treat, has cut his fleeing columrs 
in two and now threatens to in- 
flict another major disaster upon 
them. 

A swift and powerful thrust 
which reached the Wadi (gully) 
Matratin about 65 miles west of 
the abandoned Axis positions at 
FE] Agheila, swung south into the 
interior and isolated large Ger- 
man armored, infantry and ar- 
tillery units under a _ punishing 
fire. 

“Enemy troops east of this area 
(the scene of the cut in Rommel’s 
line) include armored formations 
which, in attempting to break out, 
have already suffered heavy cas- 
ualties and continue to be severe- 
ly mauled,” the British commetst- 
que announced. 

“Fighting continues.” 

Gravest Peril. 

It thus appeared that a consid- 
erable proportion of Rommel’s re- 
treating force, which had been es- 
timated at 50,000 to 60,000 :inen, 
was in the gravest peril. . 

(In London a British mili- 
tary observer commented: 
“It looks like a good part of 
the Africa Corps—the cream 
of Rommel’s army — is 
trapped.” | 

(It was said in London that 
in cutting Rommel’s _§siine 
British General Sir Bernard 
Montgomery’s forces had 
southeast and then swung 
southward to close the trap.) 
At the western end of the Al- 

lied offensive in North Africa, in 
Tunisia, the day’s information in- 
dicated that new and heavy 
ground fighting was in prepara- 
tion as the rains abated. The Mo- 
rocco radio was heard broadcast- 
ing reports that Axis forces were 
falling back from the vicinity of 
Medjez-El]-Bab, a key poin’ along

President Roosevelt, in accept-| ° 
ing the resignation, effective 
“upon the appointment and quali- 
fication of your successor,” did 
not indicate who that would be 
but it was generally expected | 
that he would appoint Prentiss 
M. Brown, Demogratic§ senator 
from Michigan, who was defeated 
for re-election. 


The portly Henderson has long 
suffered from a back ailment. But 
his explanation to Mr. Roosevelt 
that his departure was dictated 
“principally ... by a recurrent 
physical disability and a rather 
bad impairment of my eyesight” 
indicated that other factors also 
figured in his decision. 

Congress Criticisms. 

There has been considerable dis- 
satisfaction in congress over his 
policies in the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration, which he has headed 
since its creation, and some sen- 
ators and representatives have 
threatened to curtail OPA appro- 
priations if he continued at the

By Sommers 


An Office of War Information 
spokesman at Washington said last 
night there would be no suspen- 
sion of gasoline “A” rationing 
cards on the eastern seaboard as 
announced earlier in .he night. 

This statement came at 11:45 
o'clock last night—not quite two 
hours after Harry A. Sommers, ra- 
tioning executive of the OPA for 
the Atlanta area. had announced 
that “A” cards would be cancelled 
at midnight. 

Washington newsmen had been 
summoned to OWI several hours 
before the spokesman’s statement, 
and it was generally understood 
that at midnight, the Associated 
Press said, “the sale of gasoline to 
holders of ‘A’ cards in the east- 
ern seaboard shortage area would 
be forbidden until further notice.” 

Sommers gave newsmen and ra- 
dio stations similar but positive 
information, but later requested 
his statement be withdrawn until 
confirmed by Washington. 

The Sommers announcement 
galvanized thousands of gasoline 
hungry Atlantans into action, as 
motorists frantically rushed to the 
few open gasoline stations. Long 
lines of cars soon were in evidence 
at the stations. 

Spokesmen in Washington short- 
ly before midnight declined te 
make any predictions as to the fu- 


ture. 
3 Plans Changed. 

It was obvious that the step had 
been decided upon but later was 
abandoned for the time being. 
Speculation turned upon whether 
such a suspension would be or- 
dered sometime today. 

Holders of “A” cards in the east 
are entitled to three gallons week- 
ly. Holders of “B” cards receive, 
in the east, gasoline based upon a 
mileage ration of 410 miles month- 
ly. Holders of “C” cards receive 
amounts limited only by what 
they can prove to be essential 
driving. 

It had been expected that the 
stoppage of gasoline to “A” card 
holders in the east would save 
approximately 60,000 barrels daily. 

Sommers earlier announced 
John Richards, in charge of gas 
rationing in the OPA at Washing- 
ton, telephoned him that all “A” 
gasoline rationing cards-would be 
invalid after midnight last night 
in the 16 eastern seaboard states. 

otified. 


Sommers declared “the story is 
that OPA has been nhotified by 
the Petroleum Co-ordinator’s oaf- 
fice that “A” coupons could not be 
accepted after midnight last night, 
and that gas dealers must turn in 
the accumulation of coupons they 
have,” 

He added that “the oil industry 
has been notified to tell their 
dealers in filling stations that this 
is effective.” 

Sommers said the order was 
effective in* Florida, Georgia, 
North and South Carolina, Vir 
ginia, Washington, D. C., Mary- 
land, Delaware, Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey, New York, Conrecti- 
cut, Rhode Island, Massachusetts, 
Maine, Vermont and New Hamp- 
shire. 

Sommers said he telephoned 
OPA offices in Virginia, the Caro 
linas, Georgia and Florida in- 
forming them of the order. He 
said Richards had told him to. 


Gas Shortage Acute 


In North, Ickes Warns 

NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—(4)— 
Gasoline supplies in the populous 
northeastern states were declared 
critically law today by Petroleum 
Administrator Ickes who appealed 
to motorists to keep their cars m 
garages unless it was absolutely 
essential to take them out. 

“We are at the point where, in 
order to meet military and indus- 
trial requirements and to preserve 
the health of the people in terms 
of heat, we are going to have to 
live on a hand-to-mouth basis so 
far as gasoline is concerned,” Ickes 
declared in a statement. 

The petroleum chief came to 
New York as industry reports in- 
dicated there was less than a day’s 
supply of gasoline left for the New 
York area alone and that shortages 
were acute elsewhere in the region 
running from Washington, D. C, 
north along the seaboard. 

Ickes directed motorists to elimi- 
nate all driving for pleasure or any

the Allied line before the cities 
of Tunis and Bizerte. (An earlier 
broadcast from German-contrclled 
Vichy had claimed, on the con- 
trary, an Allied withdrawal from 
that point.) 

Biggest Force. 

At Allied headquarters in North 

Africa it was reported that the 


biggest bomber and fighter force 


yet in action in North Africa 
bombed and strafed Axis shipping, 
docks and airdromes in Tunisia 
Thursday, destroying five Axis 
planes and damaging three others. 

The Americans attacked Bizerte, 
Tunis, Gabes and other Axis 
strongholds in Tunisia and beat off 
attacks by a record number of 
German planes. 

Major General James H. Doolit- 
tle’s 12th Air Force put aloft one 
of its strongest forces yet em- 
ployed in North Africa, and Axis 
efforts to block the armada failed 
dismally. Only one U. S. fighter 
plane was damaged in the opera- 
tions. 

Large fires were started on the 
docks and at least one ship was 
sunk by a direct hit at Tunis. 

Fires Spread. 

At Bizerte the American pilots 
saw fires spreading among the 
docks and naval installations after 
their heavy explosives crashed 
into them. 

The big 50-caliber machineguns 
of the B-17 Flying Fortresses 
knocked down three of the five 
Axis planes destroyed. The three 
enemy planes were claimed from 
a swarm of German fighters that 
attempted to break up the raid on 
Tunis. 

A strong force of A-20 Douglas 
light bombers escorted by P-38 
fighters bombed and strafed Axis 
defense installations at Gabes air- 
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drome in southeastern Tunisia. 
Messerschmitt 109-F fighters at- 
tacked and pursued the American 


planes for several minutes, but 
broke off the engagement and fled 
when the escorting P-38s turned 
on them. 

Another big A-20 force with P-38 
escort roared over an Axis air- 
drome west of Sidi Tabet, north- 
west of Tunis, to score numerous 
hits on the landing field and set 
fires visible for 20 miles. 

These planes also had to run a 
gantiet of many Messerschmitt 
fighters as the Germans sent aloft 
a record number of planes in an 
effort to block the sixth day’s ac- 
tivities of the 12th Air Force’s 
first concentrated aerial offensive. 
One P-38 was damaged in this 
foray. 

Junkers Smashed. 

Other American planes on coast- 
al patrol accounted for the two 
other enemy planes, Junkers 88s. 
One of the German bombers 
crashed into the sea when pounced 
upon by four P-38 fighters despite 
the presence of an equal number 
of escorting Messerchmitts. 

The four American pilots who 
shared in the destruction of that 
bomber were Major -R. F. Rudell, 
of Buffalo, N. Y.; Lieutenant B. R. 
Muldoon, Springfield, I11.; Lieuten- 
ant J. L. Moutier, Peoria, Ill., and 
Lieutenant Anthony Sgroi, Louis- 
ville, Ky. 

Numerous other patrols were 
carried out by the American fight- 
er pilots during the day. 

The Allied command announced 
earlier today that eight raids had 
been made on Tunis and Bizerte 
since Sunday, an@ told of the 
shooting down of more than four 
Axis planes at a cost of only one 
Allied plane. The RAF was par- 
ticipating in these concerted as- 
saults which included Axis posi- 
tions at Mateur, Massicault and 
Sousse. 

On the ground the command 
said an American patrol in south- 
ern Tunisia captured more than a 
score of prisoners yesterday. 

Allied air action continued 
heavy. The British command an- 
nounced that eight-hour-long as- 
saults had been delivered Tues- 
day night and Wednesday morning 
upon Tunis and the harbor of La 
Goulette without the loss of a 
single Allied plane. “Violent ex- 
plosions and large fires” were of- 
ficially reported and it was .dded 
that the Tunis-La Goulette cantl 
had been partly blocked by the 
bombing attacks. 

Commenting upon the growing 
power of the Allied air arm and 
its relatively very small losses, as 
reflected in official announce- 
ments, the Morocco radio ob- 
served: 

“It can be said that the course 
of the battle already is changing 
under the weight of Allied air 
superiority.” 

Over the line oi Rommel’s 
flight in Libya, Allied planes con- 
tinued their running attacks. A 
U. S. communique = announced 
that American planes participat- 
ing had scored many hits. 

The core of this action was in 
the region of Zauta Ennofilia, 100 


miles west of El Agheila, where 
fighters , fighter-bombers and 
light and medium bombers cast 
tons of bombs upon those Axis 
columns which had got by the 
vicinity of the Wadi Matratin be- 
fore their comrades were cut off. 

The trapped German forces were 
under asault not only by the for- 
ward British units which had af- 
fected the cutoff but by another 
British column beating forward 
behind the Nazis. 

British artillery batteries end- 
lessly shelled the road, British 
tanks thrust into the Nazis and in- 
fantrymen charged in to Mop up 
small groups with rifle and bay- 
onet. In this area, the enemy was 
almost wholly German; the Ital- 
ians had fled in the Axis van- 
guard. to the west. 

Among the installations knock- 
ed out by ASlied air bombs were 
barricades put along the roadsides 
to protect the withdrawing Axis 
forces. Some of these setups and 
the traffic moving by them at the 
time wére wiped out by a single 
stick of bombs. Some Allied planes 
got scratches but all returned 
safely. 

The attacks of Tuesday night 
and Wednesday morning on Tunis 
and its outer port of La Goulette 
were tremendous. Confirmed re- 
ports indicated that the damage in 
that eight-hour raid by flight after 
flight of night bombers was far 
greater than at first believed. La 
Goulette was fired; some of it still 
was burning tonight. Some of its 
gasoline tanks were destroyed and 
its waterfront is a shambles. 

La Goulette is conected with the 
Port of Tunis by a canal five miles 
long at «he side of which runs a 
railway. Bombers laid explosives 
all along its length, smashing up 
the tracks and caving im the em- 
bankments so that sand poured 
into the canal and partly closed it. 

The importance of this is mag- 
nified when it is considered that 
Tripoli has been so attacked from 
the air that it now is only of sec- 
ondary importance as a port, the 
Germans relying mainly on Tunis 
and La Goulette to get supplies 
into Africa. 

One report said the Tunis-La 
Goulette port facilities—now Gen- 
eral Walther Nehring’s chief sup- 
ply base—were rendered practi- 
cally useless. 

While anything may happen yet 
in the desert, the situation appear- 
ed to be shaping into a modified 
debacle—modified to the extent 
that the Germans were pausing 
long enough to destroy all they can 
and to delay the pursuit as much 
as possible. 

The Axis appeared to have giv- 
en up hope of saving anything in 
Libya but seemed intent upon pre- 
venting the British from getting 
the use of what they were leav- 
ing behind. This goes for many 
big things, icluding the port of 
Tripoli. 

The supreme Axis aim at the 
moment seemed to be to hold for 
themselves a_i slender African 
bridgehead in Tunisia.

May Aid Allies 
At Early Date 


British Officials Chary 
of Admiral Darlan’s 
Declaration. 


LCNDON, Dec. 17.—(4)—Brit- 
ish naval observers declared to- 
night that formidable French units 
at Dakar probably could be put in 
fighting trim in a comparatively 
short time but that the immobi- 
lized French warships at Alex- 
andria could not be ready to join 
the fight against the Axis for sev- 
eral months at the earliest. 

The British were chary of of- 
ficial comment on Admiral Jean 
Darlan’s declaration toda: that 
French war vessels at Dakar, 
Alexandria and North African 
ports would join the British and 
United States fleet on the high 
seas. 


Scrapping of Truce. 

But the Fighting French head- 
quarters here said there was no 
reason for not voiding the pact 
under which the 22,189-ton battle- 
ship Lorrainc, four cruisers and 
at least one submarine were lying 
demilitarized in Alexandria. They 
said the agreement could be scrap- 
ped at once by the mutual con- 
sent of the French and the Brit- 
ish, 

Further, the Fighting French, 
who have consistently protested 
the Allied arrangement with Ad- 
miral Darlan in North Africa, said 
they welcomed Darlan’s statement 
that the more the French forces 
were brought together the better 
it would be for everyone. 

(This was the first hint of 

a possible change of attitude 

by the Fighting French which 

might possibly lead to an ar- 
rangement unifying all French 
factions against the Axis.) 


Darlan Questioned. 


Admiral Darlan answered ques- 
tions on the dispositions of the 
French fleet and other problems 
affecting the French in an exclu- 
sive statement today to Wes Gal- 
lagher, Associated Press corre- 
spondent at Allied headquarters 
in North Africa. 


Darlan, giving the first definite 
word of plans for the French 
naval units in North Africa, said 
“Yes, definitely!” to the question, 
“Does Mr. Darlan plan to use the 
French fleet left at Dakar, Alex- 
andria and North African ports 
against the Axis?” 


In answer to a question regard- 
ing General Charles De Gaulle, 
Fighting French leader, Darlan ex- 
pressed hope that “all French- 
men who are able to fight the 
Axis will do it in close union.” 


The Fighting French here were 
hopeful that the commander of the 
French naval units in Alexandria 
harbor, Vice Admiral Rene Emil 
Godfroy, would be ready to join 
the Allied side. 

They pictured Godfroy as “a 
good fighting man of the same 
type as General Henri Giraud.” 
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Axis Treatment of Jews 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—() 
The United States and other 
United Nations governments joined 
today in condemning Germany's 
policy of exterminating the Jews 
and pledged themselves to visit 
retribution on those responsible. 

Emphasis was added to this 
pledge by Secretary of State Hull, 
who told his press conference that 
practical steps were being taken 
ta identify, apprehend and pun- 
ish the guilty persons. 

Hull recalled that President 
Roosevelt and other heads of gov- 
ernment in recent months had an- 
nounced plans to discover and as- 
semble all facts relating to inhu- 
man acts in war areas. All perti- 
nent facts and names were being 
collected, he said, when the aim of 
apprehending and punishing war 
criminals at the earliest possible 
opportunity—not later than the 
end of the war.

MOSCOW, Friday, Dec. 18.—(/) 
The Red army killed 1,235 CGer- 
mans and knocked out 12 tanks 
yesterday in sharp fighting along 
the railway leading to Kotelnikov- 
ski, 90 miles southwest of Stalin- 
grad, made small gains on the cen- 
tral front, and consolidated its po- 
sition deep inside the Don river el- 
bow, the Soviets announced early 
today. 

The heaviest fighting was re- 
ported southwest of Stalingrad 
‘vhere the Russians announced 
yesterday they had broken a stub- 
born Gerngan defense near Kotel- 
nikovski after a two-day fight in 
which 50 Nazi tanks were de- 
stroyed. 
580 Guns Taken. 

Supplementing a previous an- 
nouncement of a huge victory west 
of Surovikino, inside the Don river 
bend on the Stalingrad-Likhaya 
railway, the Russians said today a 
total of 580 German guns, 15 
tanks, 26 small tanks and armored 
cars, 65 mortars, 203 machineguns, 
650 antitank rifles, and huge quan- 
tities of ammunition and supplies 
had been captured in that action 
which apparently occurred more 
than 90 miles at the rear of the 
Nazi siege army on the Volga. 

Northwest of Stalingrad, in the 
area between the Don and Volga 
rivers where subsidiary Russian 
ehcirclement efforts are under- 
way, the Red Army was reported 
to have wiped out more than 350 
Germans, and destroyed three 
tanks, 10 machineguns and seven 
bhlockhouses. The Russian effort 
in that sector, however, appeared 
to be devoted mainly to fortifying 
the wedges they have driven into 
enemy positions. 

Seven Planes Destroyed. 

the immediate Stalingrad 
area. the conmunique said, the 
Russians destroyed seven more 
transport planes, one of the main 
Nazi methods of supplying their 
troops in the Don-Volga pockets, 
and killed 500 enemy troops in 
fighting that raged on the north- 
western outskirts of the city. A 
German infantry company also 
was reported wiped out in a brisk 
engagement on the southern out- 
skirts. 

On the bitterly cold central front 
the Russians said one of their units 
reduced an enemy  strongpoint 
west of. Rzhev, and wiped out a 
German battalion near Velikie 
Luki in a two-day battle resulting 
from a German counterattack.

Fighting in the Caucasus gener- 
ally was local, but in the center, 
southeast of Nalchik, the Russians 
said a surprise attack on a German 
airdrome destroyed 18 of 40 
grounded planes and damaged 
three others. Another airdrome 
was bombed and 13 enemy craft 
were destroyed. Violent storms 
with hard’ freezes were reported 
on the Caspian sea where winter 
usually is calm. 

In the icy Barents sea to the 
north, the Russians said they set 
a 5,000-ton transport afire, sank a 
large escorting vessel and scvred 
hits on a torpedo boat.

LONDON, Dec. 17.—(By Cable)—A battalion of an Eng- 
lish county regiment in Tunisia has fought one of the most 
glorious engagements of this or any other war.

The battalion went into the line 
on Sunday, November 29, on the 
low ground between Tebourba 
and Diedeida.

ground on which the Germans had 
dug in. Between the enemy and 
the British positions ran the rail- 
roac

Story 


Monday—When the dawn came, | 
the Germans opened fire with ma:- | 


chineguns and mortars and kept 
up this fire at a tremendous rate. 

Towards 3 p. m. they increased 
the rate of devastating and de- 
stroying fire, flinging down the 
heaviest barrage sent up to then 
in Tunisia. Suddenly it stopped as 
tanks moved off the ridge, closely 
followed by three companies of 
infantry, to attack the east end 
of the wood. The defenders fixed 


bayonets, rushed through the Ger- | 


mans tanks and scattered the in- 
fantry moving up under their pro- 
tection.

Germans Attack. 


Tuesday—-As the sun rose, the 
Germans attacked the British left 
flank with 12 tanks, six of which 
were knocked out by our 25- 
pounders. The remainder, when 
the British guns had been silenced 
through the machinegunning of 
their crews, came on and, with 
their tractors, ground to pieces 
those who stood still before them. 
It was here that a dying corporal 
rose to his knees, grabbed a Tom- 
my gun and several magazines, 
and then, swivelling around on the 
ground, blazed at the enemy until 
he died. 

The colonel] of the battalion 
then called out a reserve company 
which rushed past the tanks with 
bayonets fixed to charge the sup- 
porting German infantry.

chinegun posts. The Germans 
then launched a series of frontal 
attacks with infantry in over- 
'whelming numbers, but all were 
repulsed and broken up, mostly 
with the bayonet. The enemy 
changed tactics and sent out tanks 
and three more infantry compa- 
nies to surround the position. 


Call to Surrender. 


When this was done, the Ger- 
man officers called on our men to 
|surrender saying: “We will treat 
/you well.” The men shotted back 
'words which must have been per- 
'fectly clear to the enemy, who 
again tried literally to crush the 
living bodies in front of him. The 
‘colonel ordered bayonets to be fix- 
ed again and he and his 23-year- 
old adjutant led a new attack. 

The colonel’s orders were: “Walk 
| towards them. Then charge. Give 
‘it to them when you are close 
'enough.”

Swedish Protest 

The issuance by church leaders of Sweden 
of the most outspoken attack against Nazi 
policies heard in that country since the out- 
break of the war reflects the pentup emotions 
of Scandinavian religious leaders and the mass 
of the people. Bishops of the Lutheran church, 
Free Church leaders and laymen of all de- 
nominations’ have denounced the anti-Jewish 
campaign of the infamous traitor, Quisling, in 
Norway, and have expressed solidarity with the 
‘churches of Norway which recently presented 
a joint protest against the inhuman treatment 
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Where the Japs Fail 

_ As fighting men the Japanese have one 
fatal weakness which is already proving their 
undoing. That weakness is their psychological 
inability to forget the Oriental urge to always 
“save face.” 

It is a well-known axiom among fighting 
men that there are situations in which it is 
‘the duty of the good soldier to retreat, to save 
himself, if possible. When the immediate cause 
is hopeless, when the present battle is irre- 
trievably lost, the good soldier does his. utmost 
to escape annihilation, so that he may live to 
return and fight again, another day. Only the 
stupid and fanatic insist on throwing their 
lives away for a lost cause. 

The Japanese, however, do not understand 
this axiom. Even though the battle may be 
lost, the Japanese is trained to keep on fight- 
ing, to throw himself against the enemy bayo- 
nets, until he is slain. 

This characteristic of the little yellow men 
is well illustrated in the Solomons area. Time 
after time the Japanese navy has attempted 
to carry reinforcements and supplies to their 
hard pressed comrades on Guadalcanal. Not 
only have these attempts been defeated and 
driven off, but each time we have taken a 
heavy toll of Japanese warships, cargo boats 
and transports. 

The latest of these abortive attempts, last 
week, resulted in the sinking of one Japanese 
Gestroyer, probable sinking of another and 
severe damage to four others. Our only loss 
in the engagement was one torpedo boat. 

The Japanese leaders may think it worth 
any price to hang on in the Solomons and 
thus delay confession of defeat, but from our 
viewpoint the more often they try these rein- 
forcement attempts the better we shall like 
it. For it is through such tactics by the enemy 
we have been enabled to inflict heavy losses 
upon his fleets, losses far heavier than we 
have suffered in the same engagements. 

Bring on your ships, Tokyo, and let us get 
at them. That is as good a way as there is of 
wiping out the Japanese navy, thus effectively 
hamstringing the Axis partner in the Pacific.

No More Conventions 

Joseph B. Eastman, Director of Defense 
Transportation, has requested all organizations, 
of every type, to cancel annual conventions 
planned for next year, except those which do 
not involve intercity travel. 

That means only such gatherings with 
membership combined to one city should be 
held. | 

The reason, of course, is the growing prob- 
lem of transportatidn. As the Army grows daily 
in size, as the need of transportation facilities 
for fhe movement of essential war supplies and 
materials for the war production plants in- 
creases, only the most essential traveling by 
- individuals should be done. 

Director Eastman concedes there are a few 
instances where a convention might be essen- 
tial to the war effort. In such cases he would 
approve the going ahead of convention ‘lans. 
He makes plain, however, that this would apply 
to comparatively few organizations. 

There has been a tendency, ever since the 
nation went to war, for many to argue the war 
contribution of various activities, too often on 
quite specious grounds. In fact there is no 
Single activity of normal times that cannot be 
argued as essential or contributive to the war 
effort by a clever debater. 

Now, we have got to get down to rock bottom 
facts. -We have got to achieve a degree of 
fundamental honesty in our processes of 
thought and, unless war expediency can be 
plainly seen in irrefutable commonsense, such 
things as conventions will have to be foregone 
for the duration.

RUBBER FROM PANAMA 
(From The Albany Herald.) 


In view of the fact that natural rubber will 
still retain much of its usefulness even after syn- 
thetic rubber production reaches the point where 
it is expected to supply most of our tire needs, 
it is interesting to learn that we have a near-by 
source of supply in the jungles of Panama that 
has already begun to be developed on a large 
scale. 

The importance of this development can be 
seen when it is realized that a small proportion 
of crude rubber added to either synthetic or re- 
claimed rubber greatly improves the material and 
makes tires stand up better. 

There are many other uses for natural rubber 
outside the tire industry which will doubtless 
create a demand for it for a long time to come. 
If we can get it cheaply, in large quantities, as 
now seems probable, it will be much better than 
getting it from the East Indies and Malaya, 
which were our principal sources of supply be- 
fore the war began.

MERELY EXTRA PAY There is absolutely nothing in the 


law to prevent a person from work- 
ing 50 or even 60 hours a week, if there is that much demand for 
his employment. The only limitation is that he be paid time and 
a half for overtime. 

Most if not all of the war industries have been operating on 
labor shifts of more than 40 hours a week. Some of them may 
already be up to as much as 50. Others are adjusting themselves 
according to the exigencies of the situation—labor supply and the 
availability of raw materials. 


Hence the only effect of repeal of the 40-hour law in favor of a. 


48-hour work week, let us say, would be to reduce the pay of labor 
by the amount now received for time and a half overtime. In the 
case of a worker being paid 80 cents an hour and working 48 hours 
a week under the present law, for example, his weekly pay roll of 
$41.60 would add up as follows: For 40 hours at 80 cents an hour, 
$32: for eight hours at $1.20 an hour, or time and a half, $9.60. 

Repeal of the law without compensating adjustments in pay 
would give the same worker a reduction of $3.20 in his pay roll 
for a 48-hour week. ' 


WOULD CAUSE TROUBLE Now, no one thinks for a mo- 

| ment that labor would stand for 
such a reduction at a time of rising prices and increasing cost of 
living. Not even the members of congress who are raising most of 
the hullabaloo about the 40-hour week are proposing a thing of 
the kind. If the law is repealed it will leave the way open for a 
proper readjustment of pay schedules to make up for the lost 
wages. Therefore, the whole agitation is somewhat meaningless. 
Labor would continue to work at the same hours it is now em- 
ployed and would receive approximately the same pay. We would 
have gotten away from the statutory limitation of a 40-hour week, 
and that is all. 

When and if the agitation comes to a head in the new congress, 
sponsors of the repeal measures will probably be surprised to learn 
that most of the large industrial employers of the country are 
against the change. They are opposed to it for the reason that 
elimination of the 40-hour week would necessitate a higher pay 
rate structure which would be difficult for them to have reduced 
after the war and conditions again seek a normal level. 

Labor obviously will resist any efforts later to lower the wage 
scale. If it is raised further now it will be difficult to get it re- 
duced in the future, 


PAID BY GOVERNMENT Also, there 1s no cost factor in 


the present situation that places 
a burden on the employers. Since practically all war industry is 


being financed by the government, the time and a half extra pay’ 


is met by the government. It is costing the manufacturers nothing. 

The 40-hour week came into being as a social reform at a time 
when the country was plagued with unemployment. Its purpose 
was to spread employment among the nation’s millions of idle 
workers by providing that no person should be required to work 
more than 40 hours a week without payment of time and a half 
for overtime. 

President Roosevelt and the leaders in his administration see 
nothing in the present situation to demand that the law be scrapped. 
They look on it as a forward step in the country’s economic prog- 
ress and are determined to keep it. 

Labor is of the same frame of mind. It realizes that, once the 
gains are taken away as an emergency war measure, they will be 
difficult to recapture again. Nevertheless, there are enough tory 
elements and labor-baiters Jeft in the country to bring the issue 
to a head in the new congress. The fight will be worth watching.

When it is considered -that this recent expression, of last Mon- 
day, to be exact, is the very first vocal expression by a united 
front of the southern Negro leadership, it may be understood that 
it is important and significant. 

Not until last Monday could it be said that the southern Negro 
leadership was a united vocal leadership. Until then the only 
articulate voices had been those of the politically ambitious, and, 
to an amazing degree, ruthless voice of a certain element of the 
Negro press and individuals who apparently want all they ask 
now and, failing to get it now, are willing to pull the house down. 
Many of their demands are, in the abstract, just. In reality, many 
are utterly impossible at this time, as they very well know. 

Their prejudice and intolerance is every bit as dangerous and 
as violent as that which they protest against. 

They are the only vocal group aiding and abetting a Fascist 
tendency which will engulf them. 

They very well know that many of their demands are not 
proper and would not be at all desirable from their own viewpoint. 

Yet,. with prejudiced zeal, they thump the tubs for them all. 

They are not honest and their patriotism is as bad as that 
about which they complain. 

That is why I regard this announcement by the southern Ne- 
groes as important. If southern leaders fail to discuss it, they 
will have failed at an important time. 


TIME FOR THOUGHT No thoughtful southerner believes 

that what the Negro leadership 
wants is social equality. Those who use the Negro problem as a 
vehicle to promote their own interests would have us believe so. 

I thought this statement of policy expressed it well. 

It deplored the fact that “‘simple efforts to correct social and 
economic injustices” are interpreted by many as “the predatory 
7 e gaae of irresponsible Negroes to invade the privacy of family 
ife. 

The statement opposed, on principle, the practice of compulsory 
segregation, but wisely said “ ... we regard it as both sensible 
and timely to address ourselves now to the current problems of 
racial discrimination and neglect, and to ways in which we may 
co-operate in the advancement of programs aimed at the sound 
improvement of race relations within the democratic framework.” 

No person of good will or with concern about the present and 

future can find anything objectionable in that statement. It is 
something to seize upon for use. 
In the abstract, segregation is not just a principle, but we deal 
in realities. Segregation will be retained. Indeed, while Negro 
leaders in the south cannot, and do not, indorse it as a compulsory 
fact, they know it will be retained for a long time to come. 

Therefore, they address themselves to the current problems and 
to a search for ways in which they may co-operate in a program 
aimed at the “sound improvement of race relations.” 

The facts are, of course, that segregation never meant what 
it has come to mean. It means merely a separation. 

It has come to mean, as every person of even average powers 
of observation knows, “nigger shacks,” no pavement, no play- 
grounds, no conveniences, and other instances of exploitation and 
mistreatment. . 

_ Those things should be, must be, corrected if any city is to 
improve its financial and its political status. 

Those several Negro leaders in the east, who are not aware of 
the problem of the 70 per cent who wish to use, for their own 
ends, the “Negro problem,” know very well no problem has ever 
been “solved.” You just don’t “solve” problems and put the result 
in neat, final packages. 

But, the thoughtful persons of both races can get together and 
_~ and accomplish on a basis of reality and not on an abstract 
asis. 

The Negro, looking back 75 years ,wand measuri i s- 
ent with that period, with the one of LS pes ago, of pgs oot Eanes.

Of Food That Kills Him 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


One of the poorest men I ever knew was proud of his riches. 
He never told anybody how much he possessed, but he seldom got 
through a conversation without some mention of his real estate or 
his stocks or bonds. All of his acquaintances comsidered him a 
millionaire, at the least, and doubtless he was. 

Yet love of money had made him poor, for the true measure of 
a man’s wealth is his ability to enjoy the good things of this world 
and he consumed less and enjoyed less than his humblest employe. 

The love of money or awe of it, fools nearly all of us, causing 
us to regard the shadow as the substance. Yet each knows, in his 
heart, that use alone gives wealth its value. 

When a poor man dreams of wealth, he does not say: “If I were 
rich, I would save and accumulate.” He says: “If I were rich, I 
would buy this and that and do thus and so to enjoy life.” 

He desires wealth as a means to an end—a means of providing 
a more abundant life for himself and others—and that is the atti- 
tude of understanding and sanity. 

But the winning of wealth requires long-sustained effort: and 
before a man reaches his goal, time and repetition have delivered 
him to the power of habit. He makes a game of getting, and the 
game becomes his only interest. He is like a man who sets forth 
on a journey and then forgets where he meant to go and spends 
his life traveling in frantic haste without a destination. 

In this, as in other matters, the only sanity is in moderation. 
The spendthrift who wastes his money without thought of the 
future has the irresponsible mind of a child, and the miser who 
loves money for its own sake, and denies himself and his family 
the comforts it would buy, no longer has a normally balanced 
mind, for he has lost his sense of values. 

True, his money gives him pleasure. He enjoys counting it and 
possessing it, but the fact that a man enjoys cutting out paper dolls 
makes his state of mind no less pathetic. 

Money is a blessing. Calling it filthy lucre and pretending to 
scorn it is the philosophy of sour grapes. We are simply trying to 
console ourselves because we can’t get it. 

But it is_a blessing only because of what it will do—the pleasure, 
security and comfort it can provide. One who hoards and will not 
use it would be equally fortunate if he only imagined himself to be 
rich. Imaginary dollars would serve him as well as the real ones 
he won’t spend.

Miraculously escaping injury or death in the first Japa- 
nese bombing of Port Moresby, Miss Dorris Purcell, of Baxley, 
a missionary to New Guinea, has arrived back in the United 
States She is a patient at the Georgia Baptist hospital. 


Miss Purcell for five years had 
been doing misionary work in the 
Kwato and Milne Bay district, 
near the Owen-Stanley mountains. 

Early last February she was 
evacuated with other religious 
workers to Port Moresby, then to 
Sydney and finally to San Fran- 
cisco. 

Harbor Entrance. 


“We arrived at the harbor en-| 
trance to Port Moresby on Feb-| 
ruary 3 and decided to stop there | 
for the night,” Miss Purcell said. 
“For some reason, we decided to 

on board instead of going 
asnore. 

“At around 4 o'clock the next 
morning, Japanese planes began 
to r@éar overhead and attack the 
city. Our boat was less than two 
miles from the port and the night 
was brilliant and clear. We had 
no trouble seeing everything ‘that 
happened.’ 

Since the missionary boat was 
painted white and*could easily be | 
seen against the dark harbor wa- 
ters, the workers crouched breath- 
lessivy on deck and expected an 
attack any minute, she added.

Her observations and ex- 
p°riences are clear demonstrations 
of the power of the Christian 
gospel to effect miracles today. 
She saw head-hunting cannibals 
transformed, and whole villages 
of benighted peoples brought un- 
der the regenerating influence of 
the Christian faith. 

“Much of our work has been 
done in the villages of the fero- 
cious Kunaki tribe,” said Miss 
Purcell, “After the villagers had 
heard the story of the God of 
love, they wanted to investigate 
first-hand.

A huge portion of America’s high- 
er educational system was dedicat- | 
ed to the arts of war today as the 
Army and Navy announced plans 
for the training of perhaps 250,000 | 
young men in colleges. 

Secretary of War Stimson read- 
ily acknowledged that the tremen.- | 
dous plan will go far to destroy | 
liberal education for the time be- 
ing. “so far as the able-bodied men 
of college age are concerned,” But 
he quickly added that the long run 
effect will be to preserve liberal 
education, and plans for its revival 
after the war are already under 
igdv. 

“The immediate necessity is to 
win this war.” he said, “and un-| 
less we do that there is no hope | 
for liberal education in this coun-

Youths To Be Selected. 


The vouths to be trained will be 
selected from among those now 
in colleges, in the armed services 
and in civilian life. 

The Army and Navy will con- 
tract with the colleges to provide 
educational facilities, faculties, liv- 
ing quarters and food for the men. 
A cadet system will be establish. | 
ed in each institution selected to 
take part in the program. The 
soldier and sailor students will be | 
uniformed and will receive the 
pay and rating of the lowest en 
listed grade 

The Army plans to draw its stu 
dents from its own enlisted ranks, 
and from the existing enlisted re: 
serves and Reserve Officers’ Train- 
ing Corps’ enrollment. The Navy, | 
teo, is counting on its enlisted men 
and reservists, and in addition may 
enroll young men now in civilian 
life. 


In all cases, the youths who re- 
ceive this educational preparation 
for more useful posts in the serv- 
ices must meet satisfactory educa- | 
tional requirements. Army Suu: | 
dents may not be younger than 
18 nor older than 22. The Navy 
will take civilians who have reach.- | 
ed their 17th but not their 20th | 
birthdays and enlisted men who 
are not more than 22. | 

Estimates of the number of men | 
to be affected varied but ran as/§ 
high as 250,000 and as low as 200,- | 
000. These figures are in addi-| 
tion to some 93,000 students en- | 
rolled in existing preflight train- | 
ing and other military projects. 
Thus, in all, some 300,000 will be | 
going to college at the expense of | 
the Army and Navy. 

At present there are consider- | 
ably fewer than 800,000 male stu- | 
dents in the nation’s colleges, edu- 
cational circles said 

350 Colleges Affected. 

Some thought that perhaps 350 
rolleges will be affected. They | 
will be selected later on the basis | 
of the facilities thev have to offer. | 
It was emphasized that the govern- 
ment will make no effort to take 
the colleges over—that this is to 
be strictly a contract matter under 
which the colleges themselves pro-

Parley Called 


Showdown on Textbook 
Contracts Indicated for 
Meeting Monday. 


A showdown on school textbook 
contracts negotiated by the present 
administration but now on. the 
desk of Attorney General Ellis 
Arnall appeared likely yesterday 
as Governor Talmadge called a 
meeting of the State Board of Ed- 
ucation for Monday. 

Talmadge was away and Carl- 
ton Mobley, the Governor’s aide, 
in announcing the meeting, said he 
did not know its purpose. 

It was believed, however, the 
meeting would be concerned prin- 
cipally with the textbook  con- 
tracts, which State School Super- 
intendent M. D. Collins referred 
more than a week ago to Arnall, 
as the attorney general, for a rul- 
ing on a legal point. 

Governor Talmadge signed the 
contracts some 10 days ago and 
then sent them to Collins for his 
signature. Collins refused to act 
until he obtained an opinion from 
the attorney general. Reaffirming 
his stand yesterday, he said: 

“If the attorney general says I 
should sign them, I'l] do it. If he 
says not to sign them, I :hall not.” 

Arnall said he had not yet fin- 
ished studying the contracts. 

Collins said he had not peen of: 
ficially notified of the meeting or 
its purpose, but he said, “I favor 
the press being present.” At the 
board meeting in November, when 
the contracts were negotiated, 
newspapermen were not admitted. 

The contracts would add about 
400 new textbooks to the state’s 
free textbook list. About 100 pre- 
viously listed were dropped, Col- 
lins said. Books on the list, when 
requisitioned by local school sys- 
toms, are furnished free by the 
state. 

Another matter that may come 
before the board is determination 
of a budget for operation of the 
schools. Collins said the law re- 
quires the board to recommand an 
appropriation to the legislature. 
Some $19,000,000, the amount cur- 
rently provided, probably will be 
recommended, he said.

Fascist Commander in 
Libya Also Dismissed, 
Report Asserts. 


MOSCOW, Dec. *17.—(4)—The 
Moscow radio broadcast today a 
Tass dispatch, datelined “at the 
Italian frontier,” which said that 
Premier Mussolini had dismissed 
General Vittorio Ambrosio, chief 
of staff of the Italian army, and 
General Ettore Bastico, Fascist 
commander in Libya. 

The dispatch was attributed to 
“Italian military representatives | 
abroad.” (There has been no con.- | 
firmation from any other source.) | 

It said Mussolini acted on the 
advice of Grrman militarists to 
free his top command of generals 
who, the Nazis charged, were un- 
der the sway of “unprincipled 
pacificism.” 

General Angelo Rossi, Ambro- 
sio’s deputy, ana an Admiral Pini, 
commander of the Naples naval 
area, were reported by Tass also 
to have been dismissed recently. 

“Upon advice from Berlin,” the 
broadcast continued, ‘Mussolini 
seeks a scapegoat on whom to shift 
responsibility for ‘taly’s military 
defeats. 

“Representatives of the German 
general staff in Rome insistently 
emphasize that the Italian army 
practically lacks a single director 
and urge the Duce to assume the 
direction of general headquarters 
after Hitler’s ex~ -ple. 

“However, at present Mussolini 
encounters especial difficulties in 
connection with a markedly grow- 
ing opposition on the part of army 
circles to the German direction of 
the war.”
